Need help? If you do not see a side-bar with image thumbnails: 

Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader . If this cover page appears without a list of PDF files (either at the side or bottom of the 
screen), look for a paper clip or a menu option to view attachments. If you click that, you should see a list of the pages in the PDF 
package. 

Viewing files with Linux: This works with the default PDF viewer that comes pre-installed with Ubuntu. While viewing this 
cover page in the PDF viewer, click "View" on the top toolbar, and check the box that says "Side Panel". That will bring up the 
side panel. The side panel will show only this cover page. Click the ‘arrow’ at the top of the side panel, and it will give you the 
option to view "attachments." If you click that, you should see a list of PDF files, which are the pages in the PDF package.

Dear Editor, — A book has recently been published by the Rev. the 
Hon. E. Lyttelton, called : “ Are we to go on with Latin Verses? ” The 
headmaster of Haileybury, whose experience gives great weight to his 
opinion, answers his question in the affirmative, and the reviewer in the 
Times (Oct. 12), after weighing the arguments on both sides, is inclined to 
agree with him that this study is a necessary part of a classical education. 
A boy is not sent to school, he says, to acquire knowledge, he is sent 
there in order that he may learn to learn, that his mind may be trained 
and stimulated to do man’s work when he comes to manhood, and it is as 
an educational instrument to this end that Latin verses have great value. 
Mr. Lyttelton puts this very forcibly, and his judgment is supported by one 
of the Harrow masters, who writes two days later, “ we often feel that no 
adequate substitute has been supplied for the literary training which Latin 
verses were admirably calculated to provide. they gave us a love o 
* finish, the habit of close concentration, a refinement of taste an apprecia 
tion, a sense of satisfaction at completed work, and an intimate 
acquaintance with many of the most beautiful passages in our own 
literature. . . . There are few subjects which make the brain sweat 
so much. These are no trivial advantages in these days of smattering 
and ’ologies, and we can ill afford to spare them. a iav ^ ' , 

exchange ? Iam afraid it is true that there is less accuracy an 
ness, less respect for good literary workmans ip, ess taie t 
the classical work at our public schools than there used to be. I wish 
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_ na ]]v certain that the excellence of mattei atoned for th#* i 
Of perfection in manner." On the other hand an ‘‘Old Etonian,” wriS 
a witty letter against the continuance of th.s study, though he was doubt 
less trained in it himself and possibly owes more to it than he is aware 
In the Pall Mall Magazine (September) Mr. Quiller-Couch discourses 
pleasantly of education, classical, technical, maternal, not forgetting that 
branch of physical trainingwhich is concerned with the birch-rod. Thetender 
description of a child, by Earle, Bishop of Salisbury, under Charles II., which 
he quotes, must be read entire. The following will appeal to teachers-— 
“A distinguished pedagogue once observed that boys are usually amenable 
to reason, masters sometimes, parents never. I take it, he had his eye on 
the modern parent, who imagines technical instruction to be an excellent 
substitute for education, and that the study of the humanities can be profit- 
ably replaced by Sir. Isaac Pitman’s Shorthand. Education, which con- 
verts ‘the small apple-eating urchin, whom we know’ into an orderly 
citizen, respecting himself and his neighbour, is a gradual process not easily 
tested by examination papers. Technical instruction is far brisker, is quite 
easily tested, and produces the pleasantest immediate results in the shape 
of hard cash. The parent fascinated by these cheap advantages, is 
generally ill to deal with ; and while the parent asks for shorthand, and the 
head-master for a free hand, there is bound to be some friction of temper.’’ 
It is interesting to note that the Parks and Open Spaces Committee and 
the Technical Education Board have been instructed by the County 
Council to consider and report upon the practicability of laying out plots of 
ground in certain parks in such manner as will afford assistance to scholars 
of elementary and secondary schools in the study of practical botany.
